(00D FOR NEW YORK CIGAR-MAKERS.

The Effect of the Leckout of 12,000 Tobacce
Workors at Havann.

The lockont of 12,000 cigarmakers at Ha.
vans is considered by the manufacturera of
cigars made from Cuban tobacco in this eity
s decidedly favorable to their trade, for
it will reduce largely the importation
of Havana cigars. The cigar-makers of Cuba
are woll organjzed,and demand nn agresment
which will keep them at work the year round.
This, their employers say, is impossible, A
compromise i8 likely to be made in ashort
time, but the longer the lockout lasts the
better it is for New York manufacturers,

(Thero are three or four large establishments
in this city where cigars are made of Cnban
tobacco. The tgg‘;lr-maken are paid from

18 to 42 per 1,000 for the making alone, and
the work is done by Cubans and Spaniards
who woers at one time employed in Havana
factories.

Great quantities of cheap cigars are made
at Havana under annunl contract with sgenta
of the French and Spanish Governments,
and the prices are so low and the competi-
tion has become 80 lg-rc'at that wages are down
to & minimum and troubles ocenr nearl
every vear botween the workmen and their
employers.
